"As our firm is largely interested in
tho sponge-fishin- g business, wo tako tho
liberty to wnto 5'ou, and nssuro you
that wo will bo vejy much obliged to
you for nny information that you ean
givo us with, regards to tlio Bponge-beds- .

"Wo like to know, about what area
do thoy cover; the species of tho
sponges, and in connection to that wo
likq to say, that a specimen of tho
spongo of thoso waters shall enable us
better to tell about its merits, by com-
parison to tho Bponges of' thoso waters.

"Wo like to call your attention on
the following lines.

"All this wealth that lays dead in
tho bottom of tho seas belongs by right
to tho cities of that const. But it can
not bo brought into light and bo put
Into circulation unless a diving ap-
paratus has been employed for that
purpose.

"Fot the operations of a hooker are
nlwnyB extended within a vory limited
area, first and foremost on account of
tho depth.

Father Damieu wont to Honolulu and
Fatkor Willimnes to Tahiti. C'ntil Wil
limnes, now Vicar General of Tahiti,
reached this city yesterday ho had not
sinco been outside of tho Society is-

lands.
Though seventy-tw- o years o'ld, the

veteran missionary intends to return to
tho place of his long labors as soon as
ho has completed his attendance at a
conference of the Society of the Sacred
Heart of Jesus in Belgium. He will
bo tho only surviving member of a
party of sir of that order which left
Belgium in 1870 for the islands of tho
Pacific.

Whilo in San Francisco Vicar Gen-

eral Willimnes is tho guest of Rev,
Joseph Guilbert of tho Mnrist Fathers,
nt tho parish house of Notre Dame des
Victoires on Bush street. Staying with
him thero is also Rev. Father M. II.
O'Lavcrty of Now Zealand, who, after
a sojourn for his health in tho summer
warmth of Louisville, Ky., (it is tho
winter season now in Tahiti), will do
liver a series of lectures on tho native,
inhabitants of various islands of the
Pacific. '

Vicar General Willimnes has had tho
usual experiences of missionary priests
in uncivilized lands. Ho has mado him-

self a part of tho life of tho natives,
eaten tho food they havo eaten and
accommodated himself to the conditions
of their existence. For as mapy as
fourteen years, ho said yesterday, ho
had not tasted meat, eating only tho
native fruits on which tho natives of
Tahiti lived.
